The newly built textile 
mills are supplied with 
electric transmission facilt-* 
lies, as well as with the 
necessary facilities tor 
supplying steam, water 
auu compressed air.

a plutonium or uranium 235 
heart, like an atom bomb. 

.W flipped round this was a 
layer of lithium and 
deuterium, which jacted as 
detonator for the* outer 
element of uranium or 
thorium. 

The "clean” bomb, so- 
called because of its less 
radio-active explosion, did 
not depend on uranium or 
thorium fission for its main 
effect. — Reuter (INB). 


OTHER WORK 

Washington, April 3 — 

The Agriculture Depart- 
ment reports that almost 40 
per cent of the boys growing 
up on farms expect to seek 
jobs elsewhere when they 
reach manhood. 

Many of them, it said, 
could get jobs readily in 
fields closely related to 
agriculture. 

The Department said there 
will be two such jobs waiting 
this year for almost every 
graduate in agriculture from 
the land-grant colleges and 
universities. 

It said there are about 
15,000 job openings for the 
expected 8,500 graduates in 
teaching acd research, 
extension, communications, 
conservation services and 
other farm-related activities. 

Many other jobs in indus- 
try, trucking, artificial breed- 
ing, repair and servicing of 
farm machinery, fruits spray- 
ing, airplane dusting, and 
many other fields will be 
available for those, wh^ do 
not, have a college education, 
it said. 

Qn a national average, 
there now are 168 young farm 
men to replace every 100 
farmers, who die or reach 
retirement age. As a result, 
almost 40 per cent of boys i 
aow growing up on farms are 
expected to seek off the farm 
jobs when they reach man- 
hood. 

T'lfl increase in off-farm 
emyloymeat opportunities 
has accompanied the national 
decrease in the number of 
farms. There are about 1.6 
million fewer commercial 
farms now than there were 
25 yfiars ago, — UP

The Czechoslovak automobile industry has a more 
than 50-year tradition, dating bark to the first auto- 
mobile. Tatre, which was built in 1S97, and to the factory 
where Skoda cars a'^e buiL, where 'automobiles were first 
produced in 1901. Before World War 11, there were three 
large automobile factories in CzechoMovakia, the Skoda, 
Tatra and Praga. and four smaller plants Walter, Jawa, 
Aero and Zbrojovka Brno, 

All these factories were in sharp competition and 
tried, by the large variety of passenger cars and trucks, to 
satisfy the widest circles of customers at that t me. The 
number ; of cars produced of these models was, of course, 
small, often limited toa few hundred cars a year which 
were manufactured in a primitive way. 

A change in the production of automobiles came in 
1945 with the lib eration of Czechoslovkia by the Soviet 
Army. Industry was nationalized, and with it the automo- 
tive industry as well. The first step taken by the nationa- 
lized automobile industry was the cutting down in the 
number of types of passenger cars and trucks and an in- 
crease in production. So, in place of the former 17 kinds of 
Passenger cars, three models went into production in 
1946. They were the little two phase engined Aero-Minor, 
the small four cylinder Skoda 1100 and the big air-cooled, 
rear engine Tatraplan. 

The production of these three models of passenger 
cars was increased gradually and the greater part of them 
were exported abroad, parti .culary the Skeda cars.

Stress On English Rather 
Than Russian

'Y DAVID; CHIPPJ— As parf of their campaign to 


attract more tourists, the Chinnse authorities have 
decided to ail ow foreigners to travel from one part of the 
country to another without haying to obtain a permit. 

Hitherto, anyone wishing 


to travel had to apply to the 
Security Police for a special 
pass at least 24 hours bef ore 
the intended departure time. 
Now, intending travellers 
are asked mere ly to inform 
the police a couple of hours 
before they intend to leave. 
But he old rule still applies 
to members of the diplomatic 
corps, who have to clear 
their travel arrangements 
with the Foreign Ministry in 
Eeking. 

Nor does the new rule ap- 
ply to military areas like the 
Fukien coast, opposite Tai- 
wan (Formosa) and Hainan 
Island, in the south. Both 
these places are objectives of 
every visiting newspaper 
correspondent, though so far 
none has been allowed to go 
there. 

Another sign of a relaxai 
tion of bureaucracy is 
that foreigners n o 
longer have to carry 
special residence certifi-> 
eates. The perinit to stay in 
the country is: now stamped, 
in their passports.

But while this emphasis on 
English rather th^n Russian 
is very apparent among the 
hotel workers and while 
English is also now being 
more widely taught in 
schools and colleges, by far 
the greatest number of 
foreigners in Peking still 
come from the Soviet Union 
and Eastern European coun<* 
tries. 


No one will say how many 
of these exports and techni- 
cians there are in the country 
as a whole. Estimates vary 
between 10,000 and 30,000 
But they seem to appear every 
whereo-taciturn Russians 
Czechs or East Germans 
travelling by air to remote 
projects. 


SIGN OF INCREASE 

These relaxations do not, in 
effect, make much practical 
difference to most foreigners, 
who usually leave all travel 
arrangements and liaison 
with Security Police to the 
China International Travel 
Service which runs all hotels 
for foreign visitors in cities 
other than Peking. 

A sign of the increase in 
the number of English-spea- 
king people who are visiting 
China at present and who are 
expected in the future, is the 
fact that workers in the main 
Peking hotels are all now 
busily learning English. 

One of the b ggest criti- 
cisms of Peking hotels, which 
supply postal seryice, bar- 
bers' shops and some other 
amenities, has hitherto 
been that i t ;i s so 
d ff'cult to get apyone to 
understand anything. Though 
some of the room workers -• 
the word servant is iaboo in 
China tod ly — and waiters 
can speak English quite well, 
having worked for foreigners 
befote the Communists came 
ft) power, there has never 
seemed to be anyone among 
the porters, security men or 
at the reception and informa- 
tion desks who spoke a word 
of anything but Chinese. 

Now, on leaving or enter- 
ing the hotel, one is apt to be 
accosted by some smiling 
Chinese grasping a piece of 
paper and asking help with 
the alphabet or some simple 
£' glish word. The solitary 
meals of at least one lonely 
English bachelor, who 
usually hsd to recourse to 
reading a newspaper propped 
up against the sauce bottles, 
have been considerably 
enlivened in the past few 


In Peking, the majority of 
Russians live in a colony of 
flats which are described as 
very comfortable. Most of the 
others live in hotels acd 
leave by bus every morning, 
carrying brief cases. Their 
wives spend the days aimless- 
ly talking while their children 
fight ar>d play, screaming all 
the while, in the hotel corri- 
dors. 


In the billard room and 
bar of at least one hotel there 
has recently seemed to be 
much more animation in their 
discussion particularly 

when there are Poles 
with an obvious new found 
self assurance, about. Poll, 
tics and disagreements arn 
not discussed openly in front 
of other people. 


The wages of these experts 
are far higher than those 
paid to the Chinese but they 
never seem to flaunt this 
openly. 


The number of Russians in 
the country means that the 
non-communist European is 
immediately mistaken for 
one, except by the pedicab 
drivers who can tell anyone’s 
nationality at a glance,. To 
be called thus •'Tovarish" is 
a salutary lesson to the 
foreigner who prides himself 
on sartorial elegance or his 
own national eccentricity. 

The tourists, as distinct 
from visiting businessmen 
and delegations, are still 
mainly Russians, but a group 
of French people is expect-i 
ed later this year and the 
Chinese hope that tourists 
from all over the world will 
come soon. 

There are many Asians, 
too, in the floating foreign 
population — Indiana studying 
Chinese conditions, Japanese 
businessmen and Mways one 
or two cultural delegations.

New York, March 30— 
'pHE New York Daily News rdcorted today that a US Atlas 
gaided missile escaped from control a few days ago and 
has reached outer space. 


The news, iu a Washington 
dispatch, quoted "top sour-< 
ces" for its report adding 
‘‘the Air Force says positi- 
Kely and flatly ao— as is to be 
sxpected." 

The "top sources" were 
quoted as saying the missile 
.was powered by a new type 
of fuel that exceeded all 
expectation and was now cir-' 
cling the earth at an UO' 
known height. 

The missile might come 
down and hit Moscow or 
Manhattan, the news report- 
ed, or it might ruin itself up 
completely as it descended 
through the atpiosphere. 

The news quoted its sour- 
ces ^s^ saying the Atlas was 
fired fr'om Hatrick Air Force 
base in Florida and reached a 
speed of 25,000 feet a Second. 

"The last estimates are 
that the thing has gone seve- 
ral times around the world 
and has been tracked all the 
way," the news quoted ifs 
sources as faying. "We don’t 
know what will happen next>’’

The mighty structure of 
Scintetia Printing House i'l 
situated at the end of Kiself f 
Avenue in Bucharest. A wide 
vista of granite. paved alleys 
and flower-bveds leads to the 
main entrance. Thousands of 
ornamental trees and shrubs 
line the msin road of access. 

Built in one of the picture- 
sque quarters of the R P R 
capital, Scinteia House Prin-> 
ting Works, with its ten 
wings, covers a total area of 
over lOO.ODO square metres, 

Scinteia House Printing 
Works houses the offices of 
many newspapers and maga- 
zines and the chief publish^ 
ing enterprises of the R.P.R. 
It provides excellent work- 
ing conditions for news® 
papermeo, 

What chiefly impresses a 
visitor to Scinteia House, 
however, are the great print-* 
ing workshops, which contain 
the most up-to-date priqjing 
machines. This great printing 
centre is equipped with near-i 
ly SOO printing machines, the 
embodiment of modenn tech-i 
nique. 

Here is the rotary press. 
It is housed io a hall nearly 
100 metres long, with win- 
dows six metres high and 
white enamelplated walls. 
The mighty rotary press, 
with its twelve drums, can 
print 750,000 newspaper 
copies in one hour. Special 
conveyors take the hundreds 
of thousands of newspapers 
direct from the mouth of the 
press the great mailing shop. 
From here, the rapidly pack- 
ed newspapers and m agazinea 
are tobogganed direct into 
the waiting lorries of the 
Fress DJstribution DJreeto-* 
rate, which leave for the rail- 
way stations and airports 
whence the papers arc dis- 
patched to all the towns and 
acilUges of the R.P.R. In the 
rotary press hall operation 
is fully automatic.

Expljraiion drilling covered 
14 per ceut more metres than 
in 1955. JMew oil-fields were 
discoveied. Also in 1956. 2.9 
per C“nt more crude-oil was 
processed than in 1955.

At present, the gas injec- 
tioQ is being applied in nine 
oil fields at 42 wells, in 
which 850,000 cub e metres 
of gis are injected daily at a 
pressure of up to ISO atm; 
water injection is introduced 
in ten oil f elds at ll6 we.lls, 
' in which 20,100 cubic metres 
of water are injected daily 
at a pressure of up to US 
atm. 

For the application of this 
method, great modern in- 
stallations were bu It, such as 
tbe s.ations of compressors 
with 13 compressors of thu 
8 GK-3 type each, and with a 
total output of 300(000 cubic 
metres daily and the water 
staiioiis vyith pumps of the 
U-8-3 type with a total out- 
put of 8,500 cubic meters 
hdilyper station.
